Mr. James 
closely analyzed the selling system for 
farm products of this 
community. 
Formerly a county farm agent and 
university agricultural 
specialist in 
dairying in the intensified dairy re­ 
gion of northern Illinois, his talk deair 
largely with tin* problems of dairy 
and 
poultry 
prod action. 
His 
talk 
ranged, however, over the whole prob­ 
lem of agricultural production and 
marketing. 
Always, he was on the 
side of the producer securing the full 
m arket value for his products, and he 
left numerous suggestions here jxissi- 
ble r f being worked out along rh* lines 
of improvement by tile action of busi­ 
ness men aud farm ers working to- 
get her. 
'rile speaker strongly advocated tin* 
set up of a joint committee of farm ers 
ail business men. each to make its 
own committee selections, for the sug­ 
gested efforts of making a detailed 
program covering every phase of agri­ 
culture and its subsequent aggressive 
execution. 
Pres. 
Hughes announced 
each of the suggestions received shall 
have the careful attention and positive 
action of tin* membership of the cham­ 
ber of commerce. 
Previous to flu* night program. Mr. 
James, aix-ompauied by County Agent 
Dowell and others, had made a brief 
examination and survey of the com­ 
munity. having inside a trip to a part 
of the farm country, checked up on 
statistics of local production supplied 
by the chamber of commerce, visited 
local market plants, and asked many 
questions. 
During the afternoon he 
conferred with a body of business 
men. 
The substance of some of his sug­ 
gestions follow. 
The agricultural territory hereabout 
needs to improve its m arketing sys­ 
tem for all manner of production, par 
ticularly the output 
of dairy 
and 
poultry commodities. 
He advocated 
tim establishment of the midwestern 
system of clearing all products thru 
one establishment as nearly as jms.si- 
ble. 
Sending cream away from the 
community in the raw and unmanu­ 
factured form, he contended, is creat­ 
ing an annual loss of something like 
$30,000 a year, figured on the present 
agricultural territory output. 
And the 
production would he greatly encour­ 
aged were the m arket and outlet im 
proved. 
He said sufficient butterfat 
is available to justify tin* operation 
of a large creamery, 
He also said 
Decatur needs a poultry killing and 
dressing plant to operate the year 
around. 
Local control and ownership 
he advocated for the separate or com­ 
bined plants. 
Selling whole milk for fluid con­ 
sumption is a superior and more pro­ 
fitable market to farm ers than oc­ 
curs thru sales to ti condensary or 
cheese plant, although many farm ers 
may profit in a greater degree by 
selling cream direct and retaining the 
skim milk for livestock and jvoultry 
feed, provided the market at command 
is a sweet cream market. 
Generally 
speaking. Hie nitio of return to farm ­ 
ers were stated to come in the follow­ 
ing o rd er: sale of cream, sale of milk, 
supplying a condensary, supplying a 
cheese plant. 
Tho condensary market 
is not so good a market as that en­ 
joyed 
by 
communities 
which 
have 
found an outlet for whole milk. 
Truck

said, 
reaching 
every rural community is the-modern 
saving aud economical method of gel 
ling products to market. 
Therefore, 
lie said, good gravel or surfacet 
roads are indesjiensible to 
ens Agricultural territory. 
Quality in all products was stressed. 
He - .lade it clear that, as m atters now 
stand, the lowest grade product of any 
industry, whether wheat, cotton, cows, 
chickens, or w hat not, is setting tie* 
prevailing price standard of Un* com­ 
munity and creating a net loss. Raise, 
also, he emphasized, what the market 
wants and will pay for. not what it 
particularly pleases its to grow. 
It was declared, emphatically, that 
based on the scale of prices paid at 
present, that dairying is a profitable 
business to the farmer, provided th**

welcomes improving suggestions and 
will do what is required of him-

On May 9, 1929, Hon Charles Brand 
of Ohio, introduced H. It. 2570 in con­ 
gress appropriating $100,090,900 from 
tile federal treasury “to aid in the 
reduction of taxes on farm lands, and 
to promote elementary education in 
rural areas of the United States, and 
to cooperate with the states in the pro­ 
motion of these objectives.” 
In many 
sections of the country assessed values 
are so low th at sufficient funds to 
supjM>rt good schools cannot lie obtain­ 
ed without levying a rate of tax that 
is almost confiscatory. 
General relief 
will lie given to the farm er by lower­ 
ing the school tax. 
If the state would 
accept the provisions of this proposed 
act. in many cases it need not lie ne­ 
cessary to levy a local m aintainence 
rate of more than twenty-five cents. 
In the event the hill becomes a law. 
the state will be called upon to match 
the federal funds on a 50-50 plan, and 
the allotment to the various states 
will !>e made upon the ratio of the 
rural population of Texas to the total 
rural population of the United States 
as determined by the federal census 
of 1930. 
An examination of the cen­ 
sus of 1920 discloses the fact that the 
rural population of Texas was seven 
and one-half per cent of the total 
rural population of the United States. 
This hill proposes to aid all rural 
schools and those in towns and vil­ 
lages with a population of fewer than 
2500. 
It is probable that this i>er- 
centage will he slightly m ia m i in 
1950. hut perhaps not below seven tier 
cent. 
This would allocate to Texas 
from this appropriation $7,000,000 an­ 
nually and the state would receive 
such part of this fund as would In? 
matched by state appropriation. 
lf recognition by the federal govern­ 
ment would be given to tile amount of 
stare available fund now apportioned 
to rural schools added to the u^ual 
appropriation for rural aid. tile state 
would not l>e required to m ake addi­ 
tional appropriation to receive the en­ 
fin amount of $7,000,000. 
It would seem that if the rural 
schools 
of Texas can 
receive this 
large sum from the federal govern­ 
ment without additional appropriation 
it would be good business for flu* 
legislature to accept the provisions of 
the bill if it becomes a law.
